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fMasami Mizushima : A new species of Silene 
from northern Japan

Silene aomorensis Mizushima, sp. nov. (Fig. 1) 

Perennis caespitosa; caudex Iignosus breviter ramosus. Folia rosulata 
oblanceolata usque ad 8 cm longa 12 mm lata, apice acuta, basi in petiolo ad 
2-3 cm longo sensim attenuata, glabrescentia margine ciliolata. Caules 
floriferi 10-25 cm longi, internodiis saepe elongatis 2-10 cm longis, in parte 
inferiore subretrorsim pubescentes demum glabrati, in parte superiore 
minute glanduloso-pubescentes. Folia caulina vulgo 2-4-paria lanceolata vel 
oblanceolata subsessilia 2-8 cm longa 4-13 mm lata, folia superiora minora 
utrinque minute glanduloso-pubescentia. Cyma terminalis 2-5-flora ram 
uniflora. Bracteae lineari-lanceolatae 4-10 mm longae herbaceae minute 
glanduloso-pubescentes. Pedicelli 3-18 mm longi minute glanduloso-pubes¬ 
centes. Flores leviter nutantes 2-3 cm in diametro albi vulgo hermaphroditi. 
Calyces clavato-oblongi vel campanulati 12-15 mm longi 5-10 mm in diametro 
membranacei inflati vulgo 10-nervati minute glanduloso-pubescentes ; lobi 5 
triangulares longe acuminati 2.5-4 mm longi. Petala longe unguiculata; 
ungues ad basin cuneatim attenuati basi villosi; limbi patentes ■ ambitu 
obovati 7-12 mm longi fere ad medium bifidi, lobi oblongi vel obovata antice 
crenulati, laciniis lateralibus lineari-lanceolatis 2-3 mm longis ornati, ad 
faucem squamis duo oblongo-obovatis 1.5-2 mm longis coronati. Stamina 10 
paullo exserta; antherae ellipticae ca. 1.5 mm longae fusco-ochraceae; 
filamenta basi pilosa. Ovarium ad basin uniloculare; gynophorium 2-3 mm 
longum villosum; styli 5(4) filiformes 4.5-6 mm longi; ovarium raro aborti- 
vum cum stylis 3. Capsulae in calyce inclusae ovoideae 9-12 mm longae 
6-7 mm in diametro, apice in valvis 5 lobis calycis oppositis debiscentes; 
carpophorium 3-4 mm crassum villosum. Semina reniformia ca. 1.3 mm longa 
complanata, facie depresse verrucosa, dorso echinato-tuberculata. 

Nom. Jap. Aomori-mantema (nom. nov.). 

Hab. Honshu borealis. Pref. Aomori: in rape montis Shikari-dake, Nishi- 
tsugaru-gun, ca. 700 m alt. (M. Mizushima, Jun. 28, 1969, fl. et fr.—Typus 
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in TI) ; Byobu-iwa, in oppido Soma-mura, Naka-tsugaru-gun (K. Hosoi, cult. 
Aomori, Jun. 14, 1970, TI) ; cataracta Anmonno-taki in Nishi-meya-mura, 
"Naka-tsugaru-gun (H. Takaya, Jun. 28, 1970, TI). 

This species has generally 5 styles, and unilocular capsules which have 
no septum at the base and are dehiscent in 5 valves at the apex, and 
belongs to the Melandrium group (probably Silene sect. Gastrolychnis 
(Fenzl) Chowdhuri).
